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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The claim limits the wavelength range to between "260 mm and 310 mm", but it is 
clear from, for example, page 18 of the specification that the wavelengths produced by the light 
source disclosed is actually between 260 nm and 310 nm. The claim has been examined as if the 
claim read "between 260 nm and 310 nm". 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Eliasson et al. 
Eliasson et al. discloses a non-laser light source adapted to supply light energy when said light 
source is energized comprising 

a) a housing defined by at least one outer wall (plate 4) 

b) means for energizing said light source (alternating current source 7); 

c) a bounded volume (discharge space 5) of a photon-producing gas such as XeCl, which 
generates substantially monochromatic light having a wavelength between 300 nm and 320 nm 
(see line 1 1 in column 4), mounted within said housing; 

wherein at least a portion of said outer wall is fabricated from quartz (see lines 30-32 in 
column 3), which is substantially transparent to photons produced by said bounded volume of 
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gas, and said substantially transparent portion of said outer wall is temperature-controlled by a 
cooling fluid (cooling medium 2) that flows adjacent thereto. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Eliasson et al. in 
view of Stinson. Eliasson et al. does not place any limitations on the nature or location of the 
material to be treated by the ultraviolet radiation emitted by the disclosed light source. Stinson, 
on the other hand teaches that a cell suspension, which constitutes a blood product or an 
injectable solution or both, can be treated by positioning it adjacent to a substantially transparent 
portion of an outer wall surrounding a light source. Since the Eliasson et al. light source is 
capable of producing light in the 280-320 nm wavelength range required by Stinson, it would 
have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art to position Stinson' s treatment 
fluid adjacent to the substantially transparent outer wall of the Eliasson et al. light source in order 
to treat the injectable solution in the manner taught by Stinson.
